Our exclusive telegraphic dispatch 
from Ottawa, giving detaUs of tho ro- 
rised tariff, although necessarily incom- 
plete ill some respects, -will bo found ta 
comprise most of tho important changes 
in duties payable on imported goods. 
As foreshadowed by the Govenuuent 
the new tariff is essentially protective, 
being at the same time retaliatory and 
differential. Tho Minister of Finance, 
in explaining tho policy of tho Govern- 
ment, mc'do an exhaustive speech which 
' occupied the attention of tho House for 
three hours. The new tariff had for its 
object not'only the realization of $2,- 
OOO.bOO'additional revenue, but the 
encouragement of homo industries and 
■ the inauguration of a policy in favor of 
which a majority of the members of 
the House have declared themselves. 
The Gbvcrnment will ask tho House to 
pass a resolution autHorisdng tlie reduc- 
tion of duties'to'meiefcVreciprocal tar- 
iff and will arrange a system of draw- 
backs to meet that of tho United States. 
The appointment of valuators to ap- 
praise goods irrespective of invoices is 
promised and in futiire foreign vessels 
on entry as British bottoms will pay a 
duty of 10 per cent. Tlio average of 
tariff on imported goods is 20 per cent. 
Cotton goods, which heretofore paid a 
duty of 17i per. cent., will in future 
have to pay |pii.ei,c(3nfc per square yard 
plain and two cents dyed or colored, in 
addition to 15 per cent, ad valorem. 
This will be found to bo equivalent to 
an advance of nearly 100 percent. Man- 
ufactured woollen goods, cloths- and 
tweeds have been advanced from the 
17i- per cent, class to an impost of 
seven cents per pound and 20 per cent. 
ad valorem. This is also a very mater- 
ial increase. ' Carriages, ; :>vooden ware, 
engines, boots and': slioesi ironware, 
hardware, plated ware, tinware, japan- 
ware, Indiarubber goods, perfumery 
and several other manufactures advance 
from 17^ to 25 per cent. Paper, blank 
cards and hosiery receive even a greater 
protection — 30 per cent. — and pig iron, 
which was previously on tliO/free list, 
will in future have to pay $2 per ton. 
Tho duty on tinplate is increas- 
ed from five to ten per cent., 
and organs and pianos instaad of pay- 
ing 17A per ('.dent;^; entrance will con- 
tribute §20 each and ten per cent. On 
the ' important item of clothing the 
material advancieis made from \ll per 
cent, to 10 cents per lb. witli 25 per 
cent. added,_ and on furniture and 
clocks the duty is increased from 17A 
to 35 per cent. , s Qn tho better brands 
of tea there ia^ a' slight ^a 
Coffees, however^ remain in statu quo. 
Champa^e pays 30 per cent, more 
, .^thah before, and spirits advance 25 
''cents per Imperial gallon. The 
choicer vintages of wines will have to 
pay somewhat more liberally to tho 
revenue, and sugar, No. 14 and above, 
■wi)] contribute an additional 10 per 
cent, ad valorem. The farmer will 
hail the new tarifl" with considerable 
satisfaction which will al.so be partici- 
pated in by the stock raiser. Cereals 
receive tbo anxiously looked-for pro- 
tection and the importation of foreign 
flour, which has hith«rji(^|entered-,^ 
market free, will doubtless be 'cliecked 
by the impost placed on it of 50 cents 
per barrel. The home manufacture of 
cheese and butter receives a stimulus, 
the latter by tho imposition of 4 cents 
per lb., the former by 3 cents per lb. 
import duty. Poreign cattle, hor.ses, 
swine and mules must remain in their 
respective countries or pay 20 per cent. 
ad valorem instead of 10 as hitherto. 
Pish, hams and meatad vance from 1 to 2 
cents p'er lb. The excise duty on spirits 
entered for consumption has been in- 
creased 10 cents per gallon, whilst on 
malt it is somewhat reduced. It is 
probable that to-morrow we shall be in 
receipt of particulars as to other arti- 
cles not enuinerated in the dispatch we 
place before our readers this morning.

'^'^^ '^'Oh'Thursday the Opposition, wish- 
ing to relieve the stock-raising interest 
east of the Cascades, and tlie sheep 
pasturing interest on tho islands in the 
Gulf of Georgia of a crusliing tax, 
moved to insert a clause in a Govern- 
ment Tax Bill to modify the wild land 
itax so far as it affected pastoral lands. 
The Government, lacking tlie munli- 
ness to deal with tlie question on its 
merits, displayed — as they iiavc done 
on every occasion during the session 
when their policy has been assailed — 
an abject fear of taking a vote that 
might possibly be used against them. 
They knew that some of their '^foUpw- 
ers in the House— notably the Lillooet" 
members — would have to support the 
motion or go against the interests of 
their district. It therefore became a 
question liow could Messrs. Saul and 
Brown bo relieved of an unpleasant 
and unaought-for privilege of doing 
that -which would be a boon to a large 
and influential class of their constit- 
uents? Eow, indeed, but by bringing 
out the old war horse of the party — 
the sorry old charger that has distin- 
guished himself in many a bloodless 
but successful "scrimmage" — the limp- 
ing. old hack — a point of order. What 
' if the. decrepit old nag did not have a 
leg tostandon? Ridden by such a jockey- 
general as 'the leader of the Government 
at the head of his well-disciplined bri- 
gade, he would yet suffice to. ride down 
all who dared ojipbie^^iti cour.se. 
Yainly might the leitderof';'tlie Opposi- 
tion, backed by Mr. Alpheus Todd, 
Sir Erskine May, Mr. Speaker Le- 
FEVRE, and the v/ritten rules of the 
House of Commons, show that 'the 
right of a private member to move for 
the modification or repeal of any tax 
was undoubted, that it had^ been done 
^inithirtjr- instances within the,. last few 
*'«a|Min?tlio English' Parliament,' and 



ment on each occasion on grounds of 
impolicy, inexpediency, illtimo, etc., 
never once was tlio right of members 
to move for such reduction questioned, 
but on tho contrar)' it was invariably 
conceded their motions discussed and 
voted on, sometimes being carried 
against the JMiuistry, uud sometimes 
in their favor. One would think that 
a leader, even of a Provincial Govern 
ment, would be deterred by very shame 
from pursuing such a coui*se as that fol 
lowed by Mr. Walkeix in gagging the 
people's representatives whenever they 
attempt to advocate measures ho does 
not wish to adopt and dare not straight- 
forwardly oppose. We express it 
mildly . when we say it is a petty 
tyranny that none but a political 
coward could practice, and that 
.merits tho contempt of every 
man who has a spark of nobility of 
feeling, or love of right and justice 
his composition, and is not blinded by 
party prejudice. On Thursday it was 
a painful sight to seo the Attorney- 
General, after being driven from pillar 
to post in tho defence of his ill-taken 
point of order, take refuge at last be- 
hind a v,-oll-known rule of the House 
of Commons relative to motions pro- 
posing to "vary the incidence of taxa- 
tion." A motion to vary tho incidence 
of taxation , cannot be made in the 
House either by a private member or 
by a Minister of tho Crown. Every 
motion to impose a new tax or to vary 
taxation by taking off any tax and put- 
ting another in its place must be made 
in committee. Hence the ruling in the 
one instance quoted from Hansard, 
where a motion was ruled out of order 
because it proposed in amendment to a 
Bill int/ie House to "vary the incidence 
of taxation" — was correct beyond ques- 
tion. But for tlie Attorney-Gonoral to 
represent Mr. Maha's motion as a 
parallel case was to perpetrate a gross 
fraud upon ^fr. Speaker Williams 
and those members of the House who 
knew no better. Mr. Mara proposed 
merely to go again into committee on 
a bill ill order that he might there — in 
committee — move to reduce an existing 
tax. To move to reduce an .existing 
tux is no "variation of the incidence of 
taxation" and Mr. Walkeii of course 
knew it. So that if Mr. Maua hud 
made his motion in the House to direct- 
ly reduce the tax it would have been 
perfectly in order (seo May p. 614) 
but wlien he moved to go into committee 
in order to jiroposo the reduction, it 
was — if such a thing be possible — 
doubly in order. 

Mr. Walkeji may rest assured that 
the eyes of the public are on him and 
if he can succeed in bamboozling his 
supporters so far as to get them to con- 
tinue to support him in such flagrant 
and high-handed outrages upon riglit 
and reason, and honesty and truth, he 
may still expect at our hands sucli ex- 
posure as tho defence of the people's 
constitutional rights d«mands. 



OUR DEFENCES. 



The report of Lieut-Qeneral Edward 
Selby-Shytu on the state of the mili- 
tia of Canada during last year contains 
some very interesting information in 
connection with tiie defences of this 
Province. General S.mytii .says tliat 
when lie visited this Island in 1875 lie 
Was forcibly struck with its unprotect- 
ed condition and on his retux'n to Otta- 
wa directed the attention of the Gov- 
ernment of the day to the subject. As 
is well known, however, no step was 
taken until the spring of last year, 
when in consequence of the presence of 
the steamship Cimbria in American 
watei^ .with a largo body of Russian 
seamen arid a cargo of heavy riiled 
guns on board, General Ssiyth consi- 
dered it liis duty to submit to the Gov- 
ernment a report of the defenceless 
state of the whole Atlantic and Pacific 
sea-board of the Dominion. The ques- 
tion was referred to .the Imperial au- 
thorities and the whole armament in 
store at Esquimalt, whether belonging 
to the War Office or the Admiralty, 
was eventually placed at tho disposal 
of the Dominion Government for tho 
defences of this port and Esquimalt 
harbor. On the arrival hero of Licut.- 
Colonel Irwin, who was dispatched to 
construct defences, , it wm iound f^eces- 
sary to mount ten pieces ordnance: 
at Finlayson Point (2), Victoria Point 
(2), Macaulay Point (3) and Brother's 
Island (3). The report states that Es- 
quimalt harbor would have been fur- 
ther fortitied if a battery had been 
erected on a commanding eminence 
within the basin which has been fre- 
quently designated and General Sjiyth 
regrets to observe that still the harbor 
of JSTanainio, the seat of coal supply, re- 
mains unprotected by any military 
force beyond a company of Bifles, not- 
withstanding thefact that its ap]}roaches 
present; every feature requisite for easy 
defence by cross fire from batteries. 
The 'appointment of a caretaker to visit 
the batteries constructed at the points 
named is recommended, as the guns 
and stores might deteriorate if suffered 
to rust. As it is also of importance 
that tho guns should bo properly tra- 
versed once a month at least, tiie pay- 
ment of a small working party to per- 
form this service is advised. General 
S.MYTII then proceeds to refer to tho 
Garrison Battery numbering fifty of 
all ranks. Whilst complimenting tiie 
ofHcers on their energy and zeal a ad 
the men on their attention to instruc- 
tions, he states tliat the latter cannot 
as yet be counted upon as skilful artil- 
lerists, and adds that owing to the 
somewhat isolated position of this city, 
"its limited population and the high 
rate of wages for labour," gi'eat dilE- 
culties ari.so against the establishment 
of an efficient Militia Artillery 
corps, cither sufficiently numer- 
ous or properly trained to man 
the ten guns at present erected and 
maintain an effective fire against ships 
in motion. It is submitted therefore 
that it would be prudent to maintain a 
small force of about one hundred 
trained artillerymen in Vaticouver Is- 
land — a suggestion wliicli has been e.x- 



miral DeHoiiSEY and which is coin- 
cided in by Lieut.-Colonel Irwin, who 
also proposes, as an alternative, that 
tho Canadian schools of gunners might 
provide the whole or a portion of the 
men.. General Smytii then alludes to 
the numerous offers of services made to 
Lieut-Colonels Houghton and lawiN 
by persons not connected with the vol- 
unteer force, but. who expressed wil- 
lingnerajtpiiB&^e^i^]^^ of hos- 
tilities. ""He fearef^iowever, that no 
matter however loyally such spontan- 
eous offers are made, the value of 
such assistance in duties requiring the 
practical intelligence and education of 
artillerymen and a careful course of 
training, would fall far 8hori!;off;^e ne- 
cessary standard of qualification."" The 
report then reccmmends that, as the 
ordinary price of labor in this Province 
is greater than in Ontario or Quebec, 
special inducements should be extend- 
ed to attend drill and to those officers 
and men who have passed qualifying 
examinations before the Deputy Adju- 
tant General. Referri to the use of 
torpedosj * General Smyth states that 
the "Whitehead" is not considered well 
suited for colonial defence, owing to 
its delicate machinery, and says that it 
lias been suggested the •'Outrigger" is 
more suitable and less expensive. In 
the absence of our war vessels Esqui- 
malt and Victoria, ho admits, could 
scarcely be defended against a power- 
ful naval attack. Ho therefore sug- 
gests that torpedos .should bo provided 
for tho batteries with a view of defence 
against cruisers which might evade our 
squadrona Having acknowledged tho 
obligations tho Dominion was placed 
under to Admiral DeHorsey and 
other officei's of H. M. Navy, General 
Smyth takes leave of tho subject to 
deal with the defences of other Prov- 
inces. 

POSTOFFIGE BEPARTMENT. 



The report of the Postmaster-General 
of Canada for the year ending June 
30th, 1878, shows that|duriiig that 
))eriod there were 47 postoffices in this 
Province and that the number of miles 
of post route was 2,6G6, the annual 
rate of mail travel being 162,103 miles. 
The number of letters posted in the 
Province is roughly estimated at linlf a 
million, whilst the number of news- 
papers and periodicals., .was 103,250. 
The revenue for the year wiis §19,015' 
and the expenditure $59,'400.' '« There 
were 11 money order offices in exis- 
tence on January 1st, 187!), and money 
orders issued during the twelve months 
ending June 30th, 1878, represented a 
total amount of §155,240. The sum 
of $46,9.60 was expended on mail ser- 
vices, of which $30,197 went to stages 
and other -land con veyance.i and !?1G,- 
410 to steamboats and small craft. For 
salaries, commissions and allowances 
the expenditure was .$10,468 and for 
tradesmen's miscellaneous accounts and 
travelling o.vpenses §1,971.35. 

SAVINGS BANKS. 

The number of authorized Postoffico 
Savings Banks throughout tho Do- 
minion on Dec. 31st, 1878, was 297, 
an increase of 15 during the year. The 
number of deposits within the twelve 
month.s was 41,529 as coinjiarcd with 
36,710 during 1877, and tho total 
amount of deposits was §1,715,720, 
an increase of §79,934 over 1877. 
Withdrawals amounting to §1,452,451 
werekxnade and on Dec. Slst, 1878, the 
the"8um"of $2,896,019 was due to de- 
positors, tlio number of whom increased 
from 24,867 in 1877 to 26,376, the 
highest aggregate in the ledgers of tho 
banks at any one time since 1868.

Sensational stories 
of hundreds being buried in the syna- 
gogue and military, hospital are with-

Pestii, March 13. — The Hungarian 
Minister of Finance has left for Szege- 
din with 200,000 florins to bo distri- 
buted among the sufferers of the inunda- 
tion.

Vienna, March 14. — The Podlkal 
Gorrespoiideiice states that Lord Duf- 
ferin, British Ambassador at St. Pe- 
tersburg, has been . instructed to lay 
stress upon the necessity of strictly up- 
holding all tho provisions of the treaty 
of Berlin, and to declare decisively that 
tho San Stefano provisions must not 
be revived under any pretence what- 
ever. 

Paris, March 14 — The Soir states 
that Gen. Berthour, who ,wM : Minister 
of War under Duke DeBroglie," has re- 
signed the command of 18th army 
corps. 

The DeBroglie and Rochebuot min- 
isters intend to protest against yester- 
day's censure. 

Berlin, March 14. — 411 gi'oups of 
the Reichstag except the coatro have 
resolved to support the bill for the fur- 
ther organization of Alsace aud Lor- 
raine, which Bismarck is about to in- 
troduce. 

London, March 14. — In the House 
of Commons to-night an exciting scene 
occurred in consequence of the announce- 
ment by Northcote that the govern- 
ment did not intend to remove Lord 
Chelmsford from his command. Jen- 
kins, despite of repeated interruptions 
of the Speaker, attacked Lord Chelms- 
ford, decltmngnthati«Jii8|';advancement 
was due <;o occulfc"inilueiice% ' . 

Bucharest, March - 15. — ^AU Riis- 
sian troops in Roumania have been 
ordered home. 

St. Peteilsduro, jMarch 15. — Gen. 
Kauffman has tendered his resignation 
because of the failure of his Afghan 
policy. The report is confirmed that 
the Russians aro moving on Merv. 

Tho Governor of New Caledonia 
telegraphs that the insurgents have 
submitted and peace has been restored. 

London, March 14. — The British 
steamer Severn from Quebec ran down 
off Dungeness a pilot cutter having 12 
pilots and a crew of 8 on board. Ten 
pilots and five of tho crew were drown- 
ed. 

Paris, March 14. — The chief inter- 
est in yesterday's vote in the Chamber 
of Deputies was whether tho govern- 
ment would be supported by a majority 
of the Left .On this point all reason- 
able expectations' have ■ been ' fulfilled. 
The government on rejection of the im- 
peachment obtained a majority of forty 
in tho moderate Left against the ex- 
treme Left. Such a majority leaves 
the minority open to defeat by collusion 
between the extreme Left and Right. 
The order of tho day, pure and simple, 
moved by Clemance ou tho ground 
that the Chamber having refused to 
impeach the incriminated ministers 
had no right to censure them, was re- 
jected by 225 votes of the Left to 187 
of the extreme Left and Right. 

A correspondent at Szegedin tele- 
graphed Thursday that one thousand 
people -were starving. The correspon- 
dent passed in ono of the relief boats 
fonr hundred persons who had taken 
refuge in a church. The boat was un- 
able to render them any help. There 
were hardly any serviceable boats 
available- tfr^in' a schoolhouse 1^0 per- 
sons had 'taken refuge and were with- 
out food. " A large number of boats 
■which were proceeding to the aid of the 
submerged city had been stopped by a 
Btorm which had cut off communica- 
tion by river. 

Vienna, March 15.— -The authorities 
at Szenetes, Vassahely and Czangrad, 
-which towns contain an aggi-egate pop- 
ulation of eighty thousand, have tele- 
graphed to Pesth for aid. The dykes 
protecting them from water aro threa- 
tened. Sickness has broken oiit among 
tho refugees encamped on the dykes at 
Szegedin. 

A correspondent at , Szegedin says 
that a fearful storm is still raging and 
a vast lake around tho remains of tho 
town is tos.sing like the sea. The in- 
habitants who have not yot been taken 
away aro crowded in the citadel and 
upper stories of a few houses and in 
railway wagons. These people are pro- 
vided with provisions, but • thousands 
are encamped on the dykes and with 
those it is impossible to communicate. 
The correspondent reports the. waters 
around Szegedin subsiding. 

Szegedin, March 15. — The river 
Maros is rising rapidly aud ^threatens 
new Szegedin. Numerous villages in 
the vicinity 'are crowded with refugees. 
Anarchy and confusion reign hero and 
in the surrounding country. Seven 
incendiaries have been summarily exe- 
cuted. 

Pesth, March 15. — Last night's 
north-easterly storm drove the waves 
across the dykes protecting Crongntd 
which contains sixteen thousand inhab- 
itants and .the town was partially in- 
undateU."^'="Mkny perhaps escaped, as 
the storm has ceased. Szenetes, a town 
of 20,000 inhabitants, is engaged in a 
similar struggle with the waters.
